Family matters are apt 
to engross the attention of the hen, 
though she is still capable of good work 
when she has a mind for it.—Good 
Words.

The exterior of the 
yuilding is painted a white color which 
produces w pleasing effect.

NORTH HASTINGS MINERALS, 

An event of considerable importance 
in mining civeles took place at 
Actinolite last week, being the testing 
of Prof, H, H, Eames’ new process for 
treating arsenical ores, The experi- 
ment proved w splendid success and 


the results ave so satisfactory that 
operations will be immediately com- 
menced on an extensive scale, The 


parties most interested in this experi- 
ments were Prof, Hames, the inventor 
of the process, the directors of the 
Kaladary and Anglesea Mining and 
Development Company, and Mr, Clapp, 
owner of the property, on which the 


tests were made. Since the un- 
fortunate disagreement with his 
former partner, Joseph James of 
Actinolite, Prof. Eames has been 


working on the Clapp property, which 
adjoins the James mine, A transfer 
of the Clapp property to the Kaladar 
and Anglesea Company being in 
prospect, these tests were for the 
cial purpose of demonstrating the 
feasibility of the process, and were 
made in the presence of those most in- 
terested, the directors of the mining 
company and others interested to the 


number of thirty coming out from 
Kingston and Napanee by special 
train to witness the tests, A ton of 


ore was put through the furnace, and, 
after eight hours’ work, 200 pounds of 


arsenic was extracted, thus proving 
the process a complete success, ‘Time 
being limited the exact value of 
arsenic and gold contained in the ove 
could not be ascertained. 

The details of the process ave of 


course known af present only to Prot. 
Kames. The method of treatment, 


however, is to first extract the arsenic 
from the ove. This leaves the ore 
practically free-milling and the gold 
values therefore are easily secured 
Arsenic is regarded as the chief pro 
duet, the gold being counted ‘so much 
to the good.” The company will at 
once proceed to work the property 
\ ously and the success of these 
experiments imeuns that Hastings 
county mineral district will become 
wvominent in the mining world, 
Selleville Sun.

Ie CRITICISM. tered him and listened in silence while BACTERIA IN MILK. —— 


Bome Kinds Are Dancerous, While Oth- 
ore Are Harmless. 


If we were to measure the extent of 
pollution of different substances accord- 
ing to the number of bacteria they con- 
tain, writes Professor H, S. Russell, 
milk would be almost the worst food we 
could use, for, as a rule, a drop of milk, 
as we drink it at our meals, contains 
more bacteria than an equal yolume of 
sewage. A water supply that would 
contain a fraction of what is ordinarily 
found in milk would in most cases be 
considered unwholesome not on ac- 
count of the mere numbers that it con- 


| tains, but in the light of what such a 


condition means. A water supply con- 
taining hundreds of thousands of organ- 
isms per drop is unsatisfactory, because 
it indicates indirectly the presence af 
organic matter in abnormally targe 
amounts, and such material is undesir- 
able in water, In milk this number 
would not be interpreted in the same 
way, becanse normally milk contains 
organic matter that would support such 
Ss growth. 

Even ‘under the most favorable condl- 
tions milk contains many moré bacteria 
than water ordinarily does. As it comes 
from the animal it generally has from 
100 to 1,000 germs per drop. These tm- 
mediately begin to multiply, on account 
of. the favorable conditions of growth, 
£0 that with increasing age the germ 
content is greatly increased until in 
commercial market milk there are fre- 
quently millions in every drop. 

The character of the bacteria in any 
milk is of vastly more importance than 
the presence of mere numbers. Ordina- 
rily the great majority of the contained 
Organisms are harmless. so far as their 
effect on the human system is concern- 
ed. They are-the kinds that cause the 
Yarious fermentations to which milk is 
peculiarly subject. 

Not infrequently certain bacteria gain 
access to the milk that are able to form 
deleterious substances. Cholera infan- 
tum and other disorders of the intes- 
tines are frequently attributable to theit 
effect. The presence of even a few or- 
ganisms of this class isvery much more 
dangerous than the millions of sapro- 
phytes that are concerned in the pro- 
duction of the various fermentative 
changes. 


Heep Flies From the Milk, 
One of the troubles of the dairy farm, 
| and, in fact, at the creameries and the 
factories, says Mr. W. H. Potts, is the 


is more accentuated during the summer 
months. Flies will get into the milk 
buckets and milk cans if special precau- 
tions be not adopted to exclude them. 
At the creameries and factories the re- 
ceiving vat stands open and affords am- 
ple opportunities for flies to perpetrate 
suicide. With our advanced knowledge 
of dairy and other bacteriology we are 
Dow aware that this element forms a 
distinct menace to the purity of our 
dairy products. Dr. Schultz, the emi- 
nent bacteriologist of Berlin, has sub- 
mitted thousands of flies to microscopic 
examination, and his results and con- 
clusions are simply surprising. The 
fly’s foot is shaped like the mouth of a 
trumpet. The circular portion secures a 
grip on a flattened surface. The vacuum 
being complete, seeing the trumpet 
shaped foot is. hollow, a firm hold is 
thus secured, and a fly can walk upa 
perpendicular pane of glass as readily 
as it can trayel over one lying horizon- 
tal. In the hollowed portion of the 
trumpet shaped foot is a space which 
forms a receptacle for bacterial life. 
The doctor found microbes in the feet 
of about 30 percent of flies caught in 
the country and in the city about 40 
per cent. In the hollow of cone foot 
alone he discovered over 100 microbes. 
It is known to all how flies will walk 
over and revel in filth, dirt, dead flesb 
and other vile matter. The foot retains 
the objectionable germ life, which it 
the cause of putrefaction. On getting 
into the milk they convey to or inocu- 
late it with a hostile element which 
tends to affect flavor and aroma detri- 
mentally. We should zealously guard 
against this evil and freely recognize 
the importance of keeping the flies out 
of the milk or cream.—Exchange. 


Bad Flavors In Milk. 


Under the auspices of the Stewartry 
Dairy association Mr. Kirk, Craigra- 
ploch, delivered a notable lecture on 
the above subject last week, says The 
North British Agriculturist. Tho main 
argument of the lecture was that bad 
flavors in cheese were the inevitable re- 
sults of dirt which had been introduced 
into the milk eithor directly through a 
want of sufficient cleanliness in hand- 
ling the milk or indirectly through the 
cows drinking dirty water or eating 
contaminated food. Dirty buildings, 
dirty udder», dirty milkers, dirty dishes, 
dirty dishcloths and dirty water sup- 
plies, argued Mr. Kirk, were the causes 
which produced a prolific crop of bad 
flavors in cheese, Flavors in milk, 
whether good or bad, were living fla- 
yors, as they were due to bacterial or- 
ganisms. Filth of any sort was the one 
and only breeding ground of the malign 
bacteria producing bad flavors in mill 
or cheose, and as the bacteria, when 
once they had got an entrance into a 
medium so favorable for their develop: 
ment as milk, multiplied with incon- 
ovivable rapidity it follows that the 
slightest speck of filth introduced into 
milk will inevitably mean the intro- 
duction of a rapidly increasing colony 
of infective noxious germs.

SIR JOHN ALLEN DEAD. 


Ex-Chief Justice ot New Brunswick 


Passes Away. 


Fredericton, N.B., Sept. 28.—Sir John 
CG. Allen, ex-Chivf Justice of New Brans- 
wick, died at 2 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Sir John Campbell Allen was tho son 
of Capt. John Allen, and was born in 
1817. He was called to the New Bruns- 
wick bar in 1840, and in 1845 married 
Margaret, daughter of Capt. C. Drury of 
St. John, N.B. He was a member of the 
House of Assembly from 1856 to 1845; 
Solicitor-General, 1856-1857 ; Speaker of 
the House of Assembly, 18631865, and 
Attorney-General in 1865. He was made 
judge of the Supreme Court in 1867, 
which position ha held until 1875, when 
he was appointed Chief Justice.

The lack of food at first was the 
cause of a great deal of illness. Many 
of the men, in their hunger, could not 
restrain themselves from eating man- 
goes.

He says 
they came near finishing him. Lack 
of proper medicine was also sadly felt. 
Quinine was given for everything. 
Miller says the worst thing, iff his 
opinion, tor a soldier in that climate is 
to use tobacco or whiskey.

| Society is an institution which has

So when he got everything ready he 
opened his big mouth and let out a yell 
that fairly made the eartif tremble: 
“Lay down, Molly! Lay down, Molly!’’ 
and Molly, recognizing those stentorian 
tones, fell prone on her face, and after 
the last ‘‘Lay down, Molly!’’ came the 
command fire aud charge. Molly was 
recaptured without burt. 


Fortunes From Bananas. 

Immense fortunes have been made 
out of the bauana business. Revenues 
do not accrue alone from the sale of the 
fruit, for the leaves are used for pack- 
ing; the juice, being strong in tannin, 
makes an indelible ink and shoe black- 
ing; the wax found on the underside of 
the leaves is a yaluable article of com- 
merce; manilla hemp is made from the 
stems, and of thishemp are made mats, 
plaited work -and lace handkerchiefs of 
the finest texture. Moreover, the banana 
is ground into banana flour, The fruit 
to be sold for dessert is ripened by the 
dry warmth of flaring gas jets in the 
storage places in whiph it is kept, and 
immense care has to be taken to prevent 
softening or overriponing. The island 
of Jamaica yields great crops of this 
useful and money making fruit. 


Victor Hugo In Exile. 

I live near the seain a house built 60 
years ago by an English privateer and 
called Hauteville House, I, arepresent- 
ative of the people and an exiled sol- 
dier of the French republic, pay droit 
de poulage every year to the queen of 
England, sovereign lady of the Channel 
islands, as Duchess of Normandy and 
my feudal suzerain.

Every Tuesday I give a dinner 
to 15 little children, chosen from among 
the most poverty stricken of the island, 
and my family and I wait on them. I 
try by this means to give this feudal 
country ap idea of equality and frater- 
nity. Every now and then 4 friend 
crosses the sen and pays me a visit. 
These are our gala days. I have some 
flogs, some birds, some flowers, I hope 
next your to haye # small carriage and 
a horse. My pecuniary circumstances, 
whioh had been brought to a very low 
ebb by the coup d'etat, haye been some- 
what improved by my book ‘'Les Miser- 
ables.!’ I got up early, Igo to bed early, 
I work all day, I walk by the sea, I 
have a sort of natural armchair in a 
rock for writing at a beautiful spot 
oalled Firmain bay, I do not smoke, I 
eat roast beef like an Englishman and I 
drink beer like a German, which does

TWENTY-BIGHT OFFICERS AND 
MEN KILLED. 


Helished, East Africa, Oct 2.—An 
eye witness thus describes the ambus- 
cade into which the detachment of the 
4th Bombay Rifles (consisting of 41 
rifles, under Jemadar Radha Singh) 
fell on the Malkhanah voad, near camp 
Helished, Bast Afvica, when a native 
officer and 27 non-commissioned officers 
and men were cut up,—*We had 
reached the hollow beyond the dld huts 
on the Handarruff road, and were 
moving with advanced guard about 
fifty yards in front of the main body, 
which was in two files, the rear-guard 
being about 100 yards in the rear. The 
advanced guard had just emerged from 
the hollow into more open ground 
when afew of the enemy appeared 
close in theirfront, The moment they 
commenced to retive on the main body 
large bodies of the enemy sprang up 
from the grass on our right and rushed 
in on us, separating the advanced and 
rear-guards from the main body. The 
rush on our right was immediately 
followed by an overwhelming rush on 
our left, Jemadar Radha Singh, who 
was just in front of the main body, had 
barely time to give the command 
“ready” before he was struck down by 
fiye ov six spears. The onslaught of 
the enemy was so sudden that it is 
probable that some men were struck 
down before they could load their vifles. 
Those who could fire did so and the 
enemy were checked slightly. We fix- 
ed bayonets as opportunity ofiered, 
and firing and retreating towards the 
dry bed of the lake in order to get 
clear of the jungle. When clear of the 
jungle we collected in small parties, 
and tiring on such parties of the enemy 
who attempted to pursue us, retired 
towards camp, Some of the enemy 
twice attempted to pursue us in the 
open, but could not face our fire, and 
took vefuge in the bush. They were 
not less than 400 strong, and must have 
lost more men than we, since at the 
first discharge of our vifles some twenty 
of them fell and several others wer' 
shot ov bayonetted during our retreat. 
After the enemy had ceased to pursue 
us we saw them carrying off such of 
their friends as had fallen outside the 
thick bush. The enemy, who were of 
the Ogaden tribe, carried off Mar- 
tini-Henry rifles and 25 sword bayonets 
besides 1,640 vounds of ammunition.”

DECREASING 


HAY MARKET. 
Ata recent meeting of the American 
Hay Associationat Buff alo, one sub- 
ject discussed was “The E {fect of the 
Bicycle and Trolle Cay upon the 
Consumption of Hay.” One speaker 
give estimates ofthenumber of horses 
displaced by these vehiclesin a few 
ceili is follows: Philadelphia, 50,000; 
0, 75,000; New York, 40,000; 
Baltimore, 25.000; St. Louis, 10,000: 
Cincinnati, 10,000; Richmond, Va., 
15,000; Toledo, 15,000. Total for these 
seven citi 240,000. Allowing three 


tons of hay yearly per horse, it results 
that the market for hay for these cities 
alone bas beendiminished not less than 
720,009 tons. A rough estimate, taking 
all American cities and villages, will 
show that not less than 750,000 horses 
have been displaced and the market for 
hay lessened from this cause some 
2.250,000 tons. Canada is affected by 
these changes in the United States, as 


well as by lilar char withio her 
own limits, since the United States is 
the principal market for her surplus 


Beaver river and Green lake, making 
Beaver river inoneday. This we Pound 
for about thirty miles to be a fine deep 
stream. It was here our water diffi- 
culties commenced, as we camped on 
Saturday at head of first rapids. None 
of our party had had any experience 
in running rapids and we could not get 
a guide until we had gone about fifteen 
miles further, so oneof the others and 
myself volunteered torun rapids first. 
We gotinto canve and pushed out into 
stream and were soon rushing down 
rapid and made all but last turn, where 
we run onashoal and had to jump 
into water in order to save our canoe, 
However, we got over rapid and this 
work continued for overa week, dur- 
ing which time we crossed five rapids 
and spade about ten iiles; and the 
hours during which we were in water 
up to the loins were more than those 
in which we were out of it. At foot 
of this rapid we engaged four Indians 
to take our boats over remaining nine 
rapids which we found to be worse 
than those over which we had passed. 
When we reached foot of Grand rapids, 
what with water from poles and get- 
ting in and outof boat we found it 
necessary to dry and airall our pro- 
visions. We vemained here two days 
and then made our way over three 
small rapids, down the Beaver which 
was uninterrupted from this point by 
rapids, and entered Lake Isle La 
Crosse in three days. We crossed 
this lake in a storm and laid up fora 
day atthe fort and then passed on 
down Deep river, which is simply a 
narrowing of thelake, into Clearwater 
lake. As it wasa misty day and we 
were not aware of the difficulty of 
finding the turn with Buffalo narrows, 
we missed it and it was only after four 
days rowing against wind and stream, 
in and out of bays, seeking outlet that 
we concluded that we were pretty near 
the other endoflake. Wefound other 
parties who had made same mistake 
und one of them with one of our party 
and myself took canoe and paddled to 
some Indian houses and got definite 
information. It wason such occasions 
as this that I found the few hours de- 
voted to learning sufficient of Cree 
language to converse with natives, of 
great service to me, We found the 
turn to be very abrupt; one could 
approach within a hundred yards of it 
and not see it. However we were set 
right and entered Buffalo narrows. 
Here owing to heavy head wind, we 
were delayed three days. On fourth 
day a fair wind sprang up and taking 
advantage of it, we made the forty-five 
miles of arunoyver Buffalo lake ina 
day and entered viver La Loche. We 
found here that our difficulties had 
just commenced, , The current of river 
s against us and we found it full of 
Isat mouth and filled with sand 
bars but we were very fortunate in 
following the wake of two large boats, 
for which a channel had to be shovell- 
ed out in many places even with quart- 
ev loads, in fact many creeks would 
have deeper water in them, Then we 
came to rapids forabout twenty miles, 
We had simply to get ito water and 
drag the boats with their loads against 
the swift curvent, and find out channel 
at same time. At one rapid we had to 
pack with pack straps nearly all our 
goods over a trail of a mile anda 
quarter. long. Over this trail the 
Indians pack 200 and some 300 Ibs. at a 
load but we found 100 and at most 150 
all we cared to carry. I will just ex- 
slain how this packing is done. You 
Hive au pack strap which is simply a 
broad piece of leather with a long 
strap at each end, These straps are 
tied tightly around the sack, which is 
lifted soas tosit on shoulders while 
the broad strap is passed over the head 
and vests upon forehead, Another 
sack is then placed upon the top of 
this one and rests upon back of neck, 
A long swinging trot is the easiest gait 
to travel; so much forpacking. Wethen 
passed up this r over some more 
sandbars and six rapids to Uvettie lake, 
adistance of 30 miles. We crossed 
this river to portage La Roche, a dist- 
ance of 16 miles. Here we found means 


of transport poor and, were  de- 
layed four days. However 
we at last got our canoe into 


Clearwater riverand with « guide com-

mer 
We had five bad rapids to go over anc 
had to portage boat and goods ove 
first one, about a half a mile, as there 
was cascade of fifteen feet. Over the 
others we never took more than 600 
Ibs. and once as little as 80 Ibs. This 


river is very shallow. We had a good 
guide and, with myself as steersiman, 
we run canoe in safety, only rubbing 
once or twice against stone. In all, 
we bad about 5 miles over which to 
portage our goods, which we accomp- 
lished ina week, At foot of rapids 
our guide left us and we pursued om 
way without any further interruption 
to McMurray, save for having to fix 
our canoe which had one board cracked 
alittle: by minning over some shoal 
water. Here we found some parties, 
who had left Athabasca ding as 
late asdth of July. This gives one an 
idea of the advantages of the two 


hay. The difficulty will however, ad- 
justin course of time. Canada will 
send more pressed hay to England, and 
she will feed more cattle for export. 
Ithas often before been asked, why 
should Canadian “stockers” and Cana- 
dian hay be sent abroad in the same 
vessel, the former to be fattened by 
feeding partly on the latter and artly 
onfresh British herbage ?

With all its superiority in distancer 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per- 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is nseless. 

It is not known that the heliographi

Ban Jose Scale. 

Pure kerosene os a destructive agent 
to insects is just the thing, but results) 
with its use have been so conflicting aa 
to make many hesitate to use it. Care- 
ful investigation, however, has led Pro- 
fessor William B. Alwood of tho Vir- 
ginia station to the conelusion that pure 
kerosene can be safely used upon all our 
fruit trees in the dormant season and 
with proper during the 
growing season also. The chiof point to 
bo observed in its appl on is the 
proper atomization of the kerosene, Un- 
less it be applied in a finely atomized 
condition and in quantity so as to just 
moisten the parts of the plant there is 
danger. The skill and judgment neces- 
sury to insure safety in this work are 
not such as to preclude the use of kero- 
sene by fruit growers; hence be rocom- 
mends it as @ summer treatment for 
San Jose scale. 

The machinery which Professor Al- 
wood has found best suited to this work, 
so far as safety to the plant is concern- 
ed, isa blast atomizer. There are several 
styles on the market, but the essential 
principle is the sanie—viz, the delivery 
by a bellows or a syringelike apparatus 
of a strong blast of air across a tube 
which extends to the bottom of a cistern 
or can, fastened at the outer extremity 
of the apparatus. By the action of this 
blast the air is rarefied in the tube, 
which extends into the oil receptacle, 
and this causes the oil to rise to the top 
of the tube, where it is blown into an 
extremely fine spray. The greatest ob- 
stacle to the use of this apparatus is its 
small capacity, but as it is yet true in 
most cases that the scale is confined to 
small trees and plants a better or safer 
device for the average orchardist and 
gardenér to use is not known. 

In the natare of large apparatus for 
the use of pure oil Professor Alwood 
recommends any of the well made force 
pumps, but they should be carefully fit- 
ted up for high pressure. The exit ori- 
fice in the cap of the nozzle should ba 
small for the use of kerosene, not larger 
than one-twentieth of an inch in diam- 
eter and preferably a little smaller. 
With this small oritice and high press- 
urean excellent spray mist can be ob- 
tained, and by going over the plants 
lightly a couple of times at each treat- 
ment better results are secured with 
greater safety to the plants. Chooze 
bright, warm weather for this work and 
go over the trees rapidly so as to just 
moisten the branches and trunks. 


precautions 


Mowlng the Lawn. 

The number of times the lawn should 
be cut will depend very much upon the 
character of the season or the amount 
of irrigation. Ordinarily, in parks at 
least, the Jawn is mown every week or 
ten days, although in some sections 
where the soil is good and there isa 
continuous growth of grass the lawn 
mower is kept constantly going. Ac- 
cording to the agrostologist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, the oftener the 
lawn is mown and the more frequently 
it is rolled the better and finer the turf. 
The grass 8! yuld not be allowed to at- 
tain such a growth that when cut there 
will be any decided change in color. 
The lawn should be ‘kept close cut, and 
this can only be done by frequent mow- 
ings. During the dry sammer months 
it is best not to cut so close as in the 
spring or fall. This applies to parks and 
lawns of large extent. Too close cutting 
in midsummer is apt to expose the roots 
to the burning influence of the summer 
sun. Mowing should begin as soon as 
growth starts in the spring and ought 
to be discontinued in the regions where 
the winters are severe by the Ist of Sep- 
tember or October. 


How to Use Emulsions. 

The department of agriculture recom- 
mends: For summer applications for 
most plant lice and other soft bodied in- 
sects dilute with 15 to 20 parts of water; 
for the red spider and other plant mites; 
the same, with the addition of an ounce 
of powdered sulphar to the gallon; for 
scale insects, the larger plant bugs, 
larvw and beetles, dilute with 7 to 9 
parts water. 

For subterranean insects, such as root 
lice, root maggots, **white grubs,"’ ete., 
use either kerosene emulsion or rosin 
wash, wetting the soil to the depth of 
two to three inches, and follow with 
copious waterings, unless in rainy sea- 
gon.

Elm and willow trees showed 4 greater 
proportion of theso germs than other 


woods, In high altitudes or where trees | 


are not common yery few cancer germs 
were found. From all of which it appears 
that we may be at last on the highroad to 
some reliable and conclusive knowledge 
upon a subject which has baflled the skill 
of medical scientists for many years,—

Toronto, Oct. 7.—After move than 
six months’ careful consideration an 
figveement has been entered into be- 
tween the Ontario government and 
the Sturgeon Falls pulp company 
(limited), un agreement which secures 
tor Ontario the investment ofa vast 
‘amount of British cxpital. Tt will 
make Canada a mighty competitor in 
the British market with the American 
paper exporters and at the same time 
give employinent toa lar number 
of Canadians, The syndic having 
itinhandisa wealthy one, ning 
nine valuable properties in the Golden 
Cariboo, .Tts representative, Evnest A. 
Bremner, London, 1 impressed 
with the vast possibilities of the pulp 
trade of Sturgeon Falls. The govern- 
ment yesterday granted the syndicate 
seventy-five square miles of spruce 
lands along the Sturgeon river. ~ 
To lay Canadian pulp wood down at 
their mills costs Amevican exporters 
$6 or $7 cord, and eve then they can 
manufacture and send it to England to 
the extent of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds annually, It will cost the 
Sturgeon Falls pulp company not move 
than $2 cord, and thus they hope to 
become a powerful competitor for 
British trade. The terms provide that 
tullthe spruce cut must be manufactured 
in this country. The ccempany con- 
tracts to spend $1,000,000 in buildings 
and plant, and will have an operating 
capital of $2,500,000.

POSTURE IN WALKING, 

French experts have for years been 
making a scientific study of walking. 
The latest book on the subject. ‘How 
we walk,’ by Messrs Raoul anc 
Regnault, has just been published in 
Paris. Towalk with head erect and 
shoulders thrown back they declare to 
be an aesthetic conventionality. By 
stooping forward and keeping the legs 
always bent they claim that distances 
can be covered in one-third the time 
without excessive fatigue. Com- 
mandant Raoul with bodies of troops, 
after short training, claims that he 
has been able to obtain without 
fatigue, marches of 20 kilometers (12) 
miles) in one hour and fifty minutes, 
He would hardly embody such an 
assertion in a book unless well 
authenticated, Twelve and a half 
miles in 110minutes equals § minutes 
iS seconds per mile, ‘The fastest wall. 
ing record ever made at vhe McGill 
University field sports was a mile in 8 
minutes and 8 seconds, For one man 
to sustain a vate of 8S minutes 45 
seconds a mile for 124 miles without 
fatigue would be phenomenal; but 
much more surprising is it that a body 
of troops should do it after but short 
training, Itis said that the simple 
forward inclination of the body forces 
the legs to bend and the step to 
lengthen; the bending of the leg 
enables the foot to be seton the ground 
without the shock that at each step 
destroys part of the speed already 
acquired, necessitating a new effort 
for the recovery of this speed; this 
siume flexion of the legs lessens or does 
away with vertical osciliations of the

Montreal, Oct. 9.—Montreal is just 
now shipping more apples to Euro 
than all.the other cities on the Atlantic 
coast put{together. Ontario exporters 
are rushing them forward, and every 
effort is being made to take advantage 
of the favorable markets on the other 
side. The apple shippers are looking 
forward to a profitable fall this year, — 
for there is not likely to be any surplus 
stock on hand, The shipment from 
points east of Toronto have beenand 
will contiuue to be light, but west and 
north shipments have been fully up to 
theaverage. From Kent, Essex, Grey, 
and Bruce large consignments have 
gone forward. 

Some shippers in Ontario ure not 
content with the crop, but are making: 
enquiries in Nova Scotia to pick up— 
some of the fruit in the Annapolis val-_ 
ley. S. Nesbitt, of Brighton, recently 
secured 20,000 barrels in the neighbor- 
hood of Canning and Kemptville, in 
Nova Scotia, The apples from Nova 
Scotia will be exported yia Montreal, 
for it is said that during the sommer 
season no suitable steamers run from — 
Halifax, while railroad rates from — 
Nova Scotia to Montrealare just about 
the same as from Western Ontarioto — 
Montreal. The transactions in Nova — 
Scotia, of course, much extend the op- 
erations of Ontario shippers. s 

The steamship companies, on account — 
of the rush of business, have increased 
the freight rate on apples from Mont- 
real to Liverpool from 1s. 9d. to 2s, 
and itis anticipated that another ad- 
vance will be made.

wearing of chintzes or printed calicoes, 
but it was not absolutely prohibitive, 
the avowed object of the statute being 
“the more effectual employing the poor, 
by encouraging the manufactures of 
this kingdom,’’ It meant that che ladies, 
having worn out the Indian chintz ap- 
parol in their possession and use prior 
to Sept. 29, 1701, would have to be qon- 
tont with homemade stuffs for the next

for fattening animals. 

The soy bean should be planted in 
late spring or early summer after the 
ground has become warm. In general 
the early varieties should be used if a 
seed crop is desired and the medium or 
late varieties if it is to be used as for- 
age, it having teen found that the lat- 
ter much exce! the former in value for 
that purpose. In some parts of Virginia 
the soy bean is planted in the corn rows 
in alternate hills or between the rows at 
the time of the final cultivation. Usual: 
ly, however, it is grown as a main crop, 
either broadcast for forage or in drills 
when cultivated for seed. Tho amount 
of seed required when it is sown in 
drills is less than when planted bréad- 
cast, varying from two to three pecks 
per acre and in the latter casa three to 
four pecks, The rato of growth is quite 
rapid, and unless the field is very weedy 
the crop does not require much cultiya- 
tion. 

The crop should be cut for hay from 
the time of flowering until the pods are 
half formed. Later than that the stems 
are coarse and woody and the feeding 
value rapidly declines. 

The crop may be converted into good 
silage and for this purpose should not 
be cut until the seed isnearly ripe, The 
chief value of silage is that it provides 
a succulent food during the winter time 
when green forage is not available, but 
as certain changes take place in the 
silo, which render a large part of the 
protein indigestible, it is better to de- 
pend upon corn than to use any legu- 
minous crop for this purpose. 

The ripe soy beans are among the 
richest of concentrated foods. The yield 
varies, according to soil and season, 
from 6 to 18 tons of green forage. The

yield of seed varies from as low as 15 
to as high as 100 bushels per acre, the 


average being about that of corn, from 
26 to 40 bushels, 

This crop is a heavy potash feeder 
and requires fertilization with lime and 
with potash and phosphoric acid when 
grown on such lighter soils as are defi- 
cient in these elements. 

According to the year book of the de 
partment of agriculture, the source of 
these statements and illustrations, tho 
soy bean is ono of the most promising 
of the annual leguminous forage crops, 
and, as before indicated, may prove of 
special yalue in connection with Indian 
corn, the latter supplying the ‘‘rough- 
ness,’’ the soy bean producing the di- 
gestible crude protein necessary to make 
& complete and well balanced ration, 


The Radish Season. 

With most farmers the radish season 
is much shorter than it used to be. It- 
is @ root that needs to be grown quick- 
ly, elso it will be hard and tongh, and 
the weather must not be too warm, else 
the radishes will either grow pithy or 
be filled with worms, These last breed 
fast in soi] made rich by fermented sta 
ble manore. Yet, as Tho American Gul 
tivator tells, the market gardeners have 
radishes all through the year, and have 
little tropble is keeping thom from be 
ing pithy or wormy. They spray the 
loaves freely, and thus check the evap- 
oration which makes the root pithy. To 
make the radish grow fast and free 
from worms they manure with nitrate 
of soda and plant in rather sandy soil 
On such land the radish ia clear and 
crisp and will be generally free trom 


worms. Some of the Chinese varteties 
of radish are particularly adapted to 
growing in late summer, while there 


are others that can be kept in good con 
dition until winter by cutting off all 
the top and keeping them in a cold

At What Age In Man Strongest? 

The muscles, in common with all the 
organs of the body, have their stages of 
development and decline. Our physical 
strength increases up to a certain age 
and then decreases, Tests of the strength 
of several thousands of people have been 
made by means of a dynamometer 
(strength measurer), and the following 
are given as the average figures for the 
white race: 

The ‘‘lifting power’’ of a youth of 17 
years is 280 pounds. In his twentieth 
year this increases to $20 pounds, and 
in the thirtieth and thirty-first years it 
reaches its height, 856 pounds. At the 
end of the thirty first year the strength 
begins to decline, very elowly at first. 

By the fortieth year it has decreased 
eight pounds, and this diminution con- 
tinues at a slightly increasing rate until 
the fiftieth year is reached, when the 
figure is 8830 pounds. 

After this period the strength faile 
more and more rapidly until the weak- 
ness of old age is reached. It is not pos- 
sible to give statistics of the decline of

The Path of the Earth, 

The common idea as to the path of 
the earth being ‘‘fixed in space’’ is 
taken exception to by astronomers, on 
the ground that there are few, if any, 
things in the domain of astronomy that 
can really be called fixed in space—the 
fact being that unceasing changes are 
going on, though these changes are gen- 
erally so slow as to escape the notice of 
a superficial observer, but are fortunate- 
ly periodic, so that they fall within the 
possibility of computation, 

Thus, the earth's path is not fixed, t 
since the ecliptic changes its position | 
among the stars, in consequence of 
which the obliquity of tho ecliptio un- | 
dergoes a very slow change, so that 
while at present it is a few seconds 
more than 28 degrees 27 minutes, in 
about 15,000 years, astronomers calou- 
late it will be reduced to 22 degrees 15 
minutes, after which it will begin to 
increase again, # change so slow and 
within such narrow limits that it can 
produce no sensible alterations in the 
seasons. 

Tho fact remains a positive one, that, 
even if the earth in its orbital and con- 
sequently the sun in its apparent mo- 
tion in the ecliptic were cireular, neither 
the motion in declination nor in right 
ascension could be uniform,

THE MOHEGAN SINKS. 
WRECKED IN THE ENGLI8BH CHANNEL 
TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE, 
Falmouth, Eng., Oct. 16, 

dred and eight persons perished, it 
now believed, when the Atlan 
Transportliner Mohegan was  wreck- 
ed Friday & in the English 
Channel off the Lizard 

There were 158 souls on board, Of 
these 54 were passengers and 101 were 
cattlemen and the crew. 

Some of the Mohegan’s ‘lifeboats 
which left her side after she ran on the 
rocks are unaccounted for, They may 
have been lost with all inthem, ov they 
may have been picked up in the chan- 
nal. Relatives of passengers have 
some hope that they may be heard 
from, but sailors and men who know 
this coast doubt it 

The reason for the Mohegan’s pres 
ence so far inshore remains unexplain- 
ed, Itseems to have been a mistake 

judgment on the part of Captain 
Griffith, 

The commander, however, went 
down with his ship, and cannot speak 
for himself, and other sailors hesitate 
to condeinn him yet. 

It was a clear night, the light of the 
Lizard wos visible, and the Mohegan 
could be seen from the shore. The 
danger of the coast is known to every 
sailor who na ites the English Chan- 
nel. The rocks on which the vessel 
ran are perfectly familiar. 

All the survivors are in a pitiable 
condition, und some of them Lave been 
injured by waves afd rocks, and are 
sutfeving from bruises and torn and 
fractured limbs. Some of the rescu- 
ed persons died from exhaustion after 
landing. 

Only the smokestack and the fore- 
mast of the Mohegan can now be seen 
above the waver

St. Keverne, it appears that the Mo- 
n foundered five minutes after she 
struck the rocks. She was going at 
full speed, struck twice, stopped, and 
rapidly settled into the water. As the 
captain and executive officers of the 
steamer went down with her, it hus 
been impossible thus far to ascertain 
how she got out of her course, as Fale 
mouth light and the cost were vis- 
ible. 

The local seamen who have been 
questioned on the ~subject appear un- 
able to explain how the Mohegan got 
into such a position. * 

A rigid enquiry will be made by the 
Board of Trade to fix the responsibil- 
ity for the disaster, Seafarers hesi- 
tate to blame the captain, but they do 
not see any plausible theory on which 
he can be excused 

Yhe first, second, and third officers 
were lost, as well us the captain, and 
itis difficult to get any trustworthy 
information as to the navigation of the 
vessel from the surviving sailors. 

‘The officials of the Transport Com- 
pany believe that most of the passen- 
gers were Americans who were return- 
ing home 

The suyivors give conflicting ac- 
counts of the whereabouts of the cap- 
tain when the ship struck, but they all 
agree that there was no panic among 
the crew, who stood calmly by the 
boats, which were promptly lowered. 
Gveat care was necessary, but the 
boats were got clear with about thirty 
passengers in them, most of them wo- 
men aud children. A number of pus 
sengers were huddled together on the 
deck. Some of them were put off after- 
wards in another lifeboat, which was 
subsequently seen to capsize, three or 
four-clinging to the bottom, The 
Port Houstock lifeboat met the first 
ship’s boat, and safely transferred the 
latter’s passengers. It had picked up 
Miss Katharine Noble on the way, She 
had jumped into the water with a life- 
belt, and .hud been swimming three 
hoursanda_ half. The principal offi- 
cers of the ship were all drowned. 

The reason the Mohegan was steam- 
ing insucha dangerous course is still 
unknown. ‘The survivors believe that 
she was going at full speed, and there 
was no talk at dinner indicating that 
there was anything the matter. with 
her machinery which would prevent 
her from doing so, 

The Mohegan was insured for $350,- 
000, and her cargo, consisting of hides 
and general merchandise, was insured 
for $200,000. The loss will fall chiefiy 
on British companies. 

Of those lost four were Canadians: 
James Blackey, of Toronto, buyer for 
John MeDonald & Co., Dy Fallows of 
London, Miss Shepherd of Woodstock, 
and Miss Fraser ot Montreal. . 

One of the passengers rescued by the 
Port Houstock lifeboat says that just 
wevious to the Mohegan going ashore 
1e thought the steamer was 
land than usual, AH the passeng 
were dining when the catastrophe oc- 
curred, though some of the children, 
who were seasick, were in their bunks, 
Suddenly the Mohegan struck, with a 
grating noise. At first the engineers 
thought this was caused by coal falling 
down in the bunkers. But a second 
shock followed, and the vessel began 
to settle, 

A coastguardsman who was on duty 
at Coveract says he noticed the Mo- 
hegan was pursuing «a dangerous 
course, but he was unable to do any- 
thing, as choice of a course was in the 
hands of her commander,

Neither Motorman Nor Conductor Know 
Mow the Accident Happened. — = 


Toronto, Oct. 19.—Chailos William 
Stovel, one of the neost prominent and 
well-to-do citizens of Walkerton, mot his 
doath In the city yesterday afternoon by 
walking into a trolley on Front street, at 
tho corner of Bay street. 

Mr. Stovel, accompanied by his wife, 
had arrived in the city last Saturday 
morning from Ottawa, whore he had 
been attending the annual convention of 
the Canadian ‘licket Agents. On thoir 
return home they atopped off at oronto, 
and went to visit the deceased's nephew, 
Mr. A. E. Stovel, 20 Sylvan avenue. It 
was their intention to have continued 
thelr journey last night. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr, Stovel had 
left his nephew's residence with tho in- 
tention of going down to seo some friend, 
Owing to the very heavy rain and wind 
storm that prevailed, ho carried an um- 
brella, He came down Bay street on the 
east ride, and on reaching Front atrest, 
placed his umbrella so that it would 
ward off the rain that was blowing from 
the east. By so doing he waa unable to 
see any object in part. He walked half 
way soross the street. 

Westbound Church street trolley No, 
450 was passing at a inoderate rate. Hé 
walked right into the rear end of the car 
with fatal results. ‘he force of the car 
threw him violently to the ground, sand 
rendered him: unconscious, 

John Piper, the motorman, says that 
he saw Mr. Stovel walking in the direc- 
tion of the car, and immediately turned 
off the power and put on the brakes. 
Conductor William Youraz stated that the 
car was quickly stopped. However, the 
first knowledge that either had of the 
accident was when they saw the injured 
man lying in a heap on tho deyil strip 
Neither knows how the acvident really 
eccurred, “f 

Mr. Stovel was quickly picked up, and 
the ambulance summoned. He was re- 
moved to the Emurgency Hoapital. ‘he

NEW RAILROAD FOR CUBA. 

Secretary Alger will recommend to 
Congress that the existing railroad 
system in Cuba be extended so as to 
forma line rannning directly from 
Cape Masi at the East end of the 
iskind to Cape Antonio on the 
Western extremity; and that this 
work be undertaken by the United 
States Government, Congress appro- 
priiting the necessary funds, Lhe 
Secretary urges that the new voad is a 
inilitary necessity.

A SPANISH LEGEND. 


In heart of the capital of Mexico lies 
ashbort block known as the Calle do 
Don Juan Manuel. In this street, but a 
moment's walk from the Plaza Mayor, 
stands one of the oldest houses built by 
the Spanish dons. 

It is of stone, three stories high, or- 
namented with balconies along the two 
upper stories, and with the close set 
stone pinnacles on the roof that signify 
the abode of Spanish nobility. At rigbt 
angles with the row of pinnacles and 
pointing menacingly toward the street 
is a battery of sham cannon caryed cut 
of stone that in reality are great drain 
pipes. They project into the air so far 
that they empty the tropical rains be- 
yond the limits of the sidewalks into 
the cobble paved street. These are for 
utility, of course, but they chance to be 
the most decorative featuro of this 
quaint facade. 

Inside this noble structure, tho arches 
of the patio, now, alas, divided by dis- 
figuring walls, span 60 feet of stone 
paved floor and spring 80 feet upward 
into the great quadrangular space, Mas- 
sive stone stairways, with a broad and 
shallow step, slope gently upward to the 
magnificent living apartments of Don 
Juan Manuel. Gayly painted carpets 
may still be seen on the deep set ‘‘rise’’ 
of every step, and tracings linger on the 
edges of the depressions worn by the 
countless footfalls of Don Juan Manuel, 
his noble visitors, his vast retinue of 
eervants and his descendants, 

Once on the upper landings of the 
etairway, which was evidently devised 
asameans to an end, not as a feature 
of architectural development, one looks 
back on a region of stony gloom which 
now, as it has always been, is used for 
servants’ quarters and storerooms. Even 
on the upper floor the windows are iron 
barred, but they are numerous and largo 
and the apartments are spacious and 
well proportioned. The drawing room, 
40 feet square, is reached through un 
antesata, that is a study in itself, for 
on its high walls is spread in black and 
white the story of Paul and Virginia. 

Rugged rocks and tossing seas, sylvan 
and umbrageous woods, depict the 
scenes of this loyers’ tragedy, while the 
hero and heroine wander arm in arm, 
often pausing for a fond embrace, 
through devious paths to their sad 
doom. : 

In the midst of this splendor and the 
rich furnishings brought over soas in | 
Spanish galleous, lived the priceless or- 
nament of the house of Don Juan Man- 
nel, his young and beautiful wife. Each 
day he said to himeelf, ‘‘She is more 
beautiful, more charming, more true, 
and I am unspeakably blessed in her 
love.’’ But one day the thought came 
to him that he was growing old. Fora 
long time the devotion of his lovely wife 
had deceived him into the belief that 
years did not matter. But at last he 
was forced to realize that the care of 
his great estates nocded a younger head, 
He would send to Spain for bisnephow 
and thus give himself more time for do- 
mestic felicity.

“Again we rushed against the few 
who remained standing. When they saw 
us coming, they mado a big singing 
noise and then shonted three times. 
They killed more of us. Iwas struck 
near tho templo and remembered no 
more, My brother told me afterward 
that all the whito men fell fighting till 
the oud. They were braye men, my fa- 
ther. 

“The next day at sunrise we took all 
their clothes and skinned the face of the 
biggest white ‘majuka’ and took it to 
Lobengula, who was away one day's 
journey. The great chief said that was 
not the skin of the leader. We returned 
and took yet another skin off the face 
of a white chief. When Lobengula saw 
it, he was satisfied. He asked whether | 
his Imbezu regiment had done all the 
killing. When he heard that it had 
not done more than others, he said, 
‘Have I then all this time put my trust 
in a lump of dirt?’ I had two sons kill- 
ed that day, my father,’’ said M’Kotch- 
wana, ‘‘and my brother was shot in the 
stomach. The ‘amakiwa’ were brave 
men; they were warriors,’’

It is no such 
thing. A light or medium colored cigar 
is not necessarily mild or medium in 
flavor, for the simple reason that the 
color refers to the outside wrapper only, 
which in itself is of very thin substauce, 
and in quantity is of very small propor- 
tion to the other materials that make 
up the cigar. Asa matter of fact, the 
fillers and banch wrappers will deter- 
mine the body or strength of the cigar. 
The actual strength or otherwise of the 
inner body of the cigar—viz, fillers and 
bunch wrappers—is too often an un- 
known quantity. It is quite true that 
a statement may be made that these 
parts are so-and-so or a mixture of this 
and that and give acertain ash, etc., 
but this explains nothing. Not only are 
there various grades of the same tobacco 
in relation to quality, but there are also 
® variety of grades that determine 
strength. With the exception that cer- 
tain tobaccos have varying degrees of 
body or otherwise, a mild, medium or 
full cigar is largely a matter of chance.

Burrell, marblo polisher at the corner of 
Parlinment and Winchoster. it is a two- 
storey fiame dwelling, with ~voon shut 
ters, anda low wooden fonoo in front 
Phe house stands by itself, a vacant lot 
intervoning betwoon it and the red brick 
residence of the first’ neighbor, Mr, W. 
Hi, Collins. ho Collins family wore 
about the only intimate fr ds the Bur- 
relis had. When Mr, Burroli's first wito 
diol he marrlod again, and three young 
children, Stanloy, Harold and Kbthel, 
ranging in age from 6 to 1, were the 
frnits of the union, There was insanity 
in the young wife's own family, but 
Mr, Burrell didn't know of it. 

When Mr. Burroll, father of the dead 
ohildren, returned home from his work 
at Gibson's marble works, at Winchester 
and Parliament streets, he found his 
wite busily engaged in getting the sup- 
per ready. ‘ho kettie was steaming, and 
everything was in apparent readiness for 
his return, Mr, Burrell at once noticed 
that the childran were not in their usual 
places at the table, and enquired of his 
wife as to whether they had eaten their 
supper, ‘The reply given by the woman 
was that she had given them thoir sup- 
pur early and had put them to bol for 


chldren bo brought downstairs again, but 
his wife said, ‘‘Oh, they are all right

Mr. Burrell stood at the foot of the 
stairway, and waa about to go up, whon 
his wife seized him, and begged of him 
to allow them to sleop and not srouse 
them.

She tock the threo children upstairs 
about 8 o'clock, and sat thom upona 
large bed in the room. ‘Lhe mother had 
a straw in hor hand, and tickled tho 
children until they nearly went into 
convulsions with laughter. All the time 
the mothor held a ctout red cord in her 
hand, and she niade a loop in it, large 
enough to admit of a child’s head. Seiz- 
ing little Ethel, the youngest of the 
three, she put the cord about its neck 
and choked it to death, Stanley, a boy 6° 
yours of age, quickly noticed the peculiar 
actions of the mother, and asked what 
was the matter with the baby. Mrs. Bur- 
rell, in her mad frenzy, did not reply, 
and proceeded to put the loop about his 
neck, ‘The child could not offer any re- 
sistance, as it was a cripple, completely 
paralyzed on ono side, In the same way 
the woman took the remaining child and 
took its life. 

When the tragedy was discovered by 
Mr, Burrell, the three children were 
found lying in the cot, side by side, and 
Harold was laid across the bottom. here 
Were no wounds on the body, with the 
excoption of slight abrasions of the skin 
caused by the cord being tightened about 
thoir necks. ‘ho ohildren, from appear- 
anoes, had died without a struggle, and 
looked as though they were in a peaceful 
slur ber, 

When the pollce went to the house, 
Mrs. Burrell did not offer any resistance 
and calmly submitted to being placed 
under arrest. ‘Tlie patrol wagon was 
summoned and the woman was taken to 
Polics Headquarters on Court street. 

She is the second Mrs. Burrell, and has 
been married six years. By his. firat wifo 
Mr. Burrell had six children, hoy aro: 
Rey. Wm. R, Burrell, vastor of Sheridan 
Avenue Baptist Church; Rey. Charles 
Kdward Burrell, pastor of the Baptist 
Church at Westport, Ontario; George and 
Arthur, at present attonding Bolton aye- 
nue achool; Mra, Kobert Staff of Burk's 
Falls; Elizabeth, who lives with her 
brother at Westport, and Nellie, aged 17, 
who, unsil Thursday, lived at the Bolton 
avenue home, Nollie js at present living 
with her brother, Rey, Wm.

Toronto, Oct. 24.—'‘We find that at 
No, 559 Logan avenue, in the olty of 
Toronto, on the 2lat day of October, be 
tween the hours of 8 and 6 o'clock p.m., 
the suid children, Stanley, Harold and 
Ethol Burrell, came to their deaths, each

Such was the verdict of the jury em- 
pauelled by Coroner Powell on Saturday 
at Bolton Avenue ire Hall to snquire 
into the facts surrounding the death of 
the three children who were strangled 
by their mother, Mrs, Burrell, on Friday 
afternoon 

After viewing the bodios the evidence 
of witnesses was heard, 

Mra. Burrell, mother of the children, 
appeared in the Police Court on Saturaay 
and was verbally remanded until Mon- 
day. In the meantime she will be exam- 
ined by the jail phayician.

“(3) If your ewes are small choose a 
large ram, as this is the natural means 
of improving their size. Be prepared 
to feed your ewes liberally after lamb- 
ing and to supplement what they give 
the lambs with other food.

OLDEST IN UPPER OANADA, 
ONTARIO'S 
MEETINGS. 


There can be but little doubt buat 
that the oldest municipal records now 
in this province are the minutes of the 
early “town meetings” held in Adol- 
phustown, Lennox county. Fortunat- 
ely these records are yet in an excell- 
ent state of preservation, and co 
period of over half a century= from 
the time of the first meeting held on 
March 6th, 1702, to the establishment 
of the township councils in 1849. They 
we so plainly written by the united 
empire loyalist pioneers of those days, 
so systemutically kept and so well 
preserved, that they may be well ac- 
cepted as a model for our municipal 
offic of to-day. Whatever other 
progress has been madein our country 
little has been made in the matter of 
preparing our municipal records. 
Chese show very plainly that the carly 
united empire loyalist pioneers of the 
“Fourth Town” were men of education 
and excellent business ability, This 
valuable historic vecord is now in 
possession of the Allison family, Adol- 
phustown, an heirloom from their 
father, the late Joseph Allison, who 
for many years wis w prominent cit- 
izen of the townshipin religious, edu- 
cational and municipal affairs. He 
carefully vetained many papers, now 
of much value in connection with the 
early history of this province. 

_ It was not untilthe second session of 
the first Upper Canada parliament, 
April 9th, 1798, that an act was passed 
legally authorizing the holding of town 
meetings and empowering them to 
select certain officers and pass certain 
by-laws. This law did not go into 
force until July of that year. Tbe in- 
telligent pioneers of Adolphustown 
appenr to have been accustomed to

such meetings in New York, New 
Jersey and elsewhere trom whence 
they came to this country, and had 
arranged such meetings before the 
Upper Canada law came into force. 
The old records naw before us give the 
minutes of two meetings held previous 
to July, 17% The first of these was 
held on March Gth, 1792, and the next 
on March Sth, 1793, A third was held 
on August 2nd, 1793, which doubtless 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the new act, which had then come into 
foree, though no special mention was 
made of that fact. After that time 
the annual meetings appear to have 
been regularly on the first Mondwy in 
March tor many years. Every year 
new officers were elected, though the 
town clerk was not sooften changed 
Yet in the course of the yeurs the re- 
cord was kept there were over twenty 
changes of the clerk. Euch was the 
custodian of the book during his term 
of office and the records are in his 
hand-writing. ‘Through all _ these 
changes of so muny years, reaching 
over three generations, there are no 
blots, or erasures and no evidences of 
the slap-dash style, now too much in 
vogue in connection with our municip- 
al minu 

As a curiosity it may he well to give 
the complete record of the first meet- 
ing eld peed the first, town- 
meeting in Upper Canada—as found in 


the book, It reads as follows: 

“At a town meeting held March 6th, 
1792, the following persons were chosen 
to officiate in their respective offices 
for the ensuing year, and also the 
regulation for the same: Reuben Be- 
dell, town-clerk; Joseph Allison, Gar- 
net Benson, constables; Paul Hult, 
Philip Dorland, overseers of the poor; 
Willet Casey, Paul Huff, John Huyck, 
pound-masters. Dimensions of hog 
height of fence, four feet eight inches. 
Fence viewers, Abraham Maybee and 
Peter Ruttan, Water voted to be no 
fence. No pigs to runat large till 
months old, _No stallion torun, Any 
person putting fire to any brush or 
stubble that does not his endeavor to 
hinder it from doing damage shall for- 
feit thesum of forty shillings -PHILIP 
DORLAND, TOWN CLERK.” 

Philip Dorland, the clerk at that 
time, was one of the leading U. E. 
loyalist pioneers of the township, one 
of three brothers of the same family, 
natives of Dutchess county, New York, 
They were all Quakers. Philip was 
elected the first representative of 
Prince Edward and Lennox counties 
to the first Upper Canada parliament 
in 1792, but vefused to take an oath, 
as the scrupulous Quak of that day 
did, and in consequence his seat was 
declaved vacant and the counties were 
not represented during the first ses- 
sion, Major Van Alstine, his neighbor 
on the east, was electedin his stead, 
Later on Thomas Dorland, his brother 
and next neighbor on the west, was 
elected to the same position, The 
Dorlunds, Philip, Thomas and Jobn, 
all had large families and numbers of 
theiv descendents are yet isnong the 
leading citizens of Lennox and Prince 
Edward counties. It may be here re- 
marked thatone of the Dorland family, 
Redford Dorlund, is now the town 
clevk of Adolphustown. ‘ 

One peculiar and yaluable feature of 
this historic old record is that, begin- 
ning with 1794 and continuing down to 
1828, thore is a record given each year 
of all the families in the municipality, 
all carefully prepared, First the name 
of the head of the family is given; 
then columns are ruled for the number 
of adult males, then of adult females, 
then of the boys and girls, respectively, 
with a total column at the close. The 
township is one of the smallest in the 
proyince, if not the very smallest, wit h 
only about 11,000 acres of land and not 
five miles square, but it is so divided 
by the Bay of Quinte and the picture- 
sque Hay bay, with their seyeval arms, 
that nearly every lot borders on the 
water andall were, therefore, occupied 
by settlers from the outset. In 174 
there were eighty-one families, with 

nty-eight women, LOL boys 
and 110 girls, making a total of 402 
souls. In 1828the number had increas- 
ed to 185 men, 157 women, 126 boys, 
under sixteen years, 126 girls, making 
a total of 624, “That number consider- 
ably exceeds the population of the 
township to-day, whieh is now about 
500. The farms are larger now and 
most of the families ave smaller, In 
the early days large families there were 
therule, In 1826 the following families 
reported ten in all: Noxon Harris, 
Joseph Ruttan, Avchibuld Campbell, 
Thomas L. Dovland, Alexander Fisher

Mullet reported twelve and Joseph 
Trumpour fifteen. The Trumpours 
were & numerous family inthe town- 
shipand remain so to this day.

father of our ex-lieutenant-gover 
Hon, George . Kirkpatrick. 
lived atthe Hay Bay shore, where 
the Platt homestead is now located. 
The family lie buried in a field nearly 
adjoining their former home —Nicho- 
las Hagerman was the first duly auth- 
ovized practicing lawyer in Upper 
Canada, the fatherof ‘the late chief 
justice Christopher Hagerman, who 
represented Kingston in parliament 
for yeavs; also of two other sons, both 
of whom were at one time practising 
lawyers in this county. He lived and 
died on the farm near Adolphustown 
village, where David W, Allison, ex- 
M. P., now resides, Willet Casey was 
the father of the late Capt. Samuel 
Oasey, of Adolphusiown and_grand- 
father of the late Mrs. Thomas Wilson, 
Kingston. Both father and son repre- 
sented the county in parliament in 
early days. Both Jie buried in the old 
Adolphustown U. EB. loyalist burial 
ground, with many other members of 
their families. The Trumpours were a 
well-known quaker family, intermar- 
vied with the Dorlands, and they have 
been largely represented in Adolphue- 
town since its first. sett'cment in 1784 
up to this day. Probably they are the 
mostnumerously connected family now 
in the township of the early pioneers. 
_ A number of the intere sting points 
in connection with these historic old 
municipal records must be deferred for 
lack of space. Is there another town- 
ho in Ontario that can supply any 
such early and complete a municipal 
record? Or can Kingston, ay one of 
our other cities or towns, do so? It 
would be of interest to hear of any who 
can supply any such early date,—T. 
W. OASEY in Kingston Whig.

In the far north the Eskimo dog was » 
beast of draft, the only one known tc 
the red race, The dogs of Mexico and 
Central America seem to have been 
principally raised for food or ceremonia) 
sacrifices, In Peru there were severa) 
varieties under domestication, two ol 
which have been clearly distinguished. 

It is noteworthy that although in 
many American tribes the dog was a 
sacred or mythical animal in the le: 
gends he was not regarded with affec 
tion, but with dislike and aversion, a 
fact strongly brought out by Von Tschu- 
di.—D, G. Brinton in Science.
